A NEW Constitution having been pre- 
pared in England, (or the regulation 
of the Craft, under the Jurisdiction of the 
1 ^rand Lodge of the mother Country ; and 
it having been found upon inspection that 
many of it rules are inapplicable and ir- 
* « vant to the Lodges in this Province, a 
Committee, consisting of the Worshipful 

t? H o ^ lbro » ^sq. deputy Grand Master,* * 
u. S. Clarke, Esq. Senior Grand Warder 
Adolphus Veith, Esq. Grand Secretary- 
and J. S. Alport, Esq. Grand Treasurer, 
was appointed by the Grand Lodge of 
-Scotia, which was directed to se- 
lect from the Book of Constitution, such 
parts as were deemed requisite for the gov- 
ernment of the Craft under its controul ; 
for the purpose of publishing it in a separate 
volume. The Committee appointed accor- 
dingly met, and having performed the ser- 
vice required of them, reported the following 
Compendium to the Grand Lodge for its 
appro ration ; which having been granted, it 
was directed that it should be published as 
speedily las possible ; and is now recom- 
« ended to the careful perusal of every zeal- 
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* 

■ us Mason, and most particularly to the difi 
ferent Lodges under the Jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Nuva-Scotia, who are in 
future to be governed by the Laws and Re- 
gulations therein contained. 

It was also deemed proper to pre- 
law this work with a brief account o) the 
rise and progress of Masonry in this Pro- 
vince, and the names of the several Grand 
Masters which have since filled the chair

Ha 
era# succeeded in the Government and in the Chair by Gov- 
ernor Lawrence, who enjoyed both till inn death. Under the 
auapicei of these Gentlemen, the fraternity met with every 
reasonable eucouragcracnt, and it nourished with groat aue-

Fur it is a remark which must offer itself to every 
person, in ihe lonat acquainted wilh tho state and progress of 
Masoury in this Province, that it hss ever been conducted by 
persons of the most respectable characters ; and that those 
who have had the direction and management of public affairs, 
have generally been zealous and active m promoting its 
growth. 

Gn March the 18th, 1761, the second Lodge was 
formed.at Halifax. On this occasion Brother Mur# ey, acted 
as Deputy Grand Master, and Brother Nesbitt, the lata 
Attorney^Gimeral, as Senior Grand Warden in installing tin 
officers. The next 8t. John's Day, they resolved to odtebraie 
tie Festival with tlx usual pomp, to walk m procession to the 
Governor's house, and from thence to Church to hear pray era. 
But receiving the melancholy new* of the death of oaf iiro« 
ther, the Ute Prince of Wales,* they resolved to appear i« 
mourning a* a mark of respect to Ins memory.

A Lodge is a place where free-ma- orLodgu 
sons assemble to work and to instruct and 
improve themselves in the mysteries of their 
antient science. • In an extended sense it ap* 
plies to persons as well as to place \ hence 
every regular assembly or duly organised 
meeting of masons is called a Lodge. Eve* 
ry brother ought to belong to some Lodge 
and be subject to its by-laws and the gene- 
ral regu dons of the craft* A Lodge may 
be either general or particular, as will be best 
understood by attending it, and there a know- 
ledge of the established usages and customs 
of the craft are alone to be acquired. From 
antient fuses no master or fellow could be 
absent from his Lodge, especially when war- 
ned to appear at it, without incurring a se- 
vere censure, unless it appeared to the mas-* 
ter and wardens that pure necessity hindrcd 
him. , v P .

No brother can be a warden until he 
has passed the part of a fellow craft, nor a 
master until he has acted as a warden, not 
grand warden until he has been master of 
a lodge, nor grand master unless he has been 
a fellow craft before his election, who is also

to observe, and also those that shall be com- 
municated to you in another way ; cultivat- 
ing brotherly love the foundation and cap- 
stone, the cement and glory of this amient 
fraternity, avoiding all wrangling and quar- 
relling, all slander and back-biting, nor per- 
mitting others to slander any honest brother, 
but defending his character and doing him 
all good offices, as far as it is consistent with 
your honor and safety, and no farther. And ' 
if any of them do you injury, you must ap- 
ply to your own or his Lodge ; and from 
thence you may appeal to the Grand Lodge 
at the quarterly communication, as has been

the master and brethren should kindly offer 
their mediation, which ought to be thankful- 
ly submitted to by the contending brethren ;

A Lodge is duly formed ; and, after 
prayer, an ode in honour of masonry * is 
Sung. The grand master is then informed, 
by the secretary, that the brethren desire to 
be formed into a new Lodge, he. he. The 
petition, the dispensation and the warrant, 
or charter of constitution, are now read. 
The minutes of the Lodge, while under dis- 
pensation are likewise read ; and being ap- 
proved, are declared regular and valid, and 
signed by the grand master. The grand 
master then inquires if the brethren ap- 
prove of the officers who are nominated in 
the warrant to preside over them. This be- 
ing signified in masonic form, an oration on 
the nature and design of the institution is 
delivered. The Lodge is then consecrated 
according to the ceremonies proper and usu- 
al on those occasions, but not proper to be 
written, and the grand master constitutes 
the Lodge in ancient form. The 1 candi- 
dates, or the new master and wardens, be- 
ing yet among the brethren, the grand mas- 
ter asks his denutv. if he hath examined 
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them, and found the candidate master well towtiiu- >

Any Lodge or brother therefore, 
who may fed aggrieved by the decision of 
any other masonic authority or jurisdiction, 
may appeal to the Grand Lodge against such 
decision. The appeal must be made in 
writing, specifying the particular grievance 
complained of, and be transmitted to the 
grand secretary. A notice and copy of the 
appeal must also be sent by the appellant to 
the party against wJiose decision die appeal 
a made. All appeals must be made in pro- 
per and decent language ; no others will be 
received. 


MILITARY LODGES. 

It being essential to the interest of 
the craft, thrtt all Military Lodges should be 
strictly confined to the purposes for which 
their Warrants were originally obtained; and, 
very great abuses having arisen from the 
improper initiation of masons by such Loci- 
ges, every warrant, therefore, which is held 
uy a Military Lodge, shall be forfeited, un- 
less the following laws be complied wilh, in 
addition to those specified under the head of 
private Lodges. 

3. No warrant shall be granted, for 
the establishment of a Military Lodge, with-
